I here^yith  submit  my  Amiual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  state  of  the  Borou{]^  and  Port  of  Folkestone. 

I took  over  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Borou^i  of  Folkestone  on  the  29th  Docenbor,  1950. 


In  general  health  in  the  Borou,^  has  been  satisfactory  and 
infectious  diseases  ¥;ero  less  prevalent  thoii  last  3'‘ear , this 
being  especially  striking  in  the  case  of  Measles,  onl37‘  150  cases 
being  notified  as  against  967  cases  in  1949.  iilso,  in  the  case 
of  Y/ho oping  Cough  there  v/as  a fall  from  343  cases  in  1949  to 
125  in  i950 , 


Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  v/as  notified,  and  there  mere 
no  deaths  from  this  disease.  The  reduction  in  the  murfoer  of 
notifications  and  deaths  from  Diphtheria  since  immunisation  was 
coiiiiiencod  In  1941  has  been  gratifying.  Unfortunately,  however, 
there' has  been  a big  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  irmiunized 
against  this  disease  during  1950  - 483  primamy  inoculations  as 
compared  Y.dth  922  for  1949.  There  is  a definite  risk  tiia.t  the 


public  may  develop  a fodse  sense 
Diphtheria  iiimiunisation  because 
of  this  disease  at  present  which 
about  by  iLmiunisation  on  a large 


of  security  with  regard  to 
of  the  relative  non-prevalence 
, of  course,  lias  been  brought 
scale. 


There  was  a fall  in  Primau'^T'  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia  ceases 
from  95  in  1949  to  55  in  1950. 

There  v/as  an  increase  in  Tuberculosis  from  46  cases  in 
1949  to  54  in  1950,,  but  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  disease  from  22  in  1949  to  18  in  1950. 

One  case  of  Cerebro -Spinal  Fever  was  notified,  with  no  death 

Three  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  wero  notified  in 
civilians,  with  no  deaths. 

The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  was  15.8  per  thousand  of  population 
and  the  same  s.s  that  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  the  lowest 
Birth  Rate  in  Folkestone  since  1942. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rato  gives  a figure  of  30.1  per 
thousand  live  births,  s.hich  is  slightly  higher  than  29.8  - t'nc 
figure  for  Eng]. and  and  VYales. 

There  vjas  one  m:;i.tGrnal  death,  this  being  the  case  of  a 
patient  who  was  operated  on  for  ectopic  pregnancy.

The  housing  shorts. go  continued,  slid  a largo  nuiiher  of 
aid  Ideations  xvoro  dealt  with  from  people  ashing  for  help  in 
obtaining  fresh  accomraodation.  On  the  v/holo,  it  has  been 
possible  to  assist  a great  many  of  these  cases  v/hore  there  has 
been  cln’onic  disease,  such  as  Tuberculosis,  or  over croxvding 
e^nd  the  Borou^  Treasurer  (Housing  Officer)  and  Plousing  Committee 
have  buen  most  syiiipathotic  and  helpful  in  cases  'v-jliere  the  Health 
Department  has  stipulated  real  umgcncy. 

The  Old  Peoples’  '^•iclfare  Comaittee  has  dona  a groat  deal 
of  very  useful  work  during  the  yesir,  with  visiting  in  conjunction 
xvith  the  7/.Y.S.  and  Old  Peoples'  Clubs,  and  the  Meals-on-V.Tieels 
has  filled  a big  need. 

There  is  at  all  times  a close  liaison  between  the  Old 
Peoples’  welfare  Committee  and  the  Health  Department. 

There  is  still  no  moans  by  which  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  can  be  put  into  operation  as  it  has 
not  been  defined  x;ho  is  to  undertake  the  actua.1  removal  of  the 
patient  under  the  Section. 

My  thanks  are  duo  in  full  measure  to  the  Count 3^  Health 
Visitors  for  their  assistance  during  the  year,  as  also  to  the 
County  Home  and  Domestic  Help  Organiser,  xvho  have  been  ever 
rea.y  with  their  most  useful  services.

I have  pleasure  in  suhinitting  liiy  report  on  the  activities  of 
the  Sanitary  Section  of  the  Health  Departi'ient  for  the  3rear  1950  and 
trust  that  the  details  included  in  the  follovying  pages  Y/ill  illustrate 
the  amount  of  work  accomplished. 


The  3^ear  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  and  this  is  due  in  no 
smll  measure  to  the  wholehearted  efforts  of  the  District  Sanitary 
Inspectors  who  have  worked  together  splendidly  as  a team.  Tlie^?'  liave 
been  tireless  in  their  efforts  to  Liaintain  the  sanitary  services  of 
the  Borough  at  a high  ste^ndard  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  pay  tribute 


to  the  excellence  of  their  work.  To  maintain  keenness  and  enthusiasm 
in  these  continuing  days  of  shortages,  restrictions  and  an  enforced  ; 
policy  of  restraint  is  in  itself  an  achievement  and  v;hen,  despite  such 
difficulties  a substantial  record  of  defects  and  unsatisfactory  con- 
ditions remedied  is  shown,  the  fruits  of  success  are  even  sv/eeter. 


The  only  major  legislative  change  affecting  the  Department  vjas 
the  operation  of  the  Daiaage  by  Pests  Act  and  here  the  effect  was 
administrative  rather  than  practical.  The  shops  i^ct  1950  and  the 
Food  and  Dru^s  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artifical  Cream)  Act  1950  were  also 
placed  on  the  Statute  Book  but  both  are  primarily  consolidation 
measures  so  far  as  the  sanitary  services  arc  concerned. 

A special  degree  of  prior it3.g  having  regard  to  other  cosmiitments , 
v=as  given  to  tlio  inspection  of  food  premises  and  to  Food  Hygiene 
propaganda  and  the  effort  has  unquestionably  been  wx^rth  while.  A 
sign  of  progress  is  thsit  improvements  both  in  struoturaA  conditions, 
equipment  and  maintenance,  and  - equally  important  - in  aa;/-  to  dcxj^ 
routine Eiotbnds  and  practices  are  being  increasinglj''  noted  bc-.hind  the 
scones . 


The  groidiig  National  interest  in  this  subject  has  bo..n  reflected 
by  the  activities  of  5 investigating  bodies  sponsored  b37-  tho  Govern- 
ment \7ho  have  been  exploring  relevant  matters.  They  ai'o  tho  Manufac- 
tured Meat  Products  Vvorking  Party,  the  Inter -Departmental  Comiittee 
on  Meat  Inspection  and  the  Catering  Trade  "lorking  Party.  The  report 
of  the  first  named  Part^r  was  issued  in  November  and  included  a number 
of  important  and  welcome  r ecomaiendations  relatwng  to  registration  of 
pr  p.i  d.Ges , oqnipriiont , handling  oi*  i-'a.w  mater  ials  s.nd  processing  mothods, 
etc.,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  incorporated  in  logi n.latloii  in  the 
not  too  far  distant  future. 


I am  particular  13/'  appreciative  of  the  interest,  support  and 
encouragement  afforded  to  tho  Department  by  the  Health  Committee  and 
indeed  the  whole  Council  throughout  the  year;  I v/ould  again  express 
thanks  to  the  Officers  of  all  other  Departments  of  tho  Corporation 
for  thoir  readinoss  to  co-oporate  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and 
\rauld  include  in  this  a reference  to  the  vcLluable  assistance  of 
Professor  Hawkins,  the  Borough  Analyst,  ^.ho  is  always  most  willing  to 
place  Ills  extensive  knowledge  and  experience  at  our  disposal. 

Finally  I am  grateful  to  the  clorical  staff  for  their  unfailing  res- 
ponse to  the  demands  made  upon  them.

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DISINFI^CTION  DI;jINgEaTATION. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  xyerc  visited  by  tlic 
District  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  arrangei'iients  mde  for  disinfection 
of  premises,  bedding,  etc. 

In  addition  arrangements  uere  made,  on  request,  for  steam 
disiufoction  of  a large  quantity  of  mattresses  and  pillows  from  tlie 
iCeiit  Ttlir  agricultural  Com-jlttee  Hostels,  on  payment  of  an  appropriate 
cliarge.  Similar  service  zj&s  given  in  otlier  comparable  cases  as 
occasion  arose. 

Tlie  service  also  covers  disinfection  of  cabins  and  bedding  on 
cross  channel  steamers  at  the  Harbour  after  occupation  by  patients 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases  such  as  Tuberculosis, 

59  cases  of  verminous  premises  were  dealt  vath  during  the  year, 
the  more  serious  ones  by  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  vlien 
owners  were  requested  to  arrango  for  Hydrogen  Cyanide  treatment.  In 
less  severe  cases  thorough  spraying  •;dth  suitable  insecticides  was 
undertaken,  coupled  ’.ath  steam  disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding, 
etc. 

Request  for  advice  and  help  in  dealing  with  10  infestations  of 
cockroaches  ".ere  also  received  from  a number  , of  hotels  and  other  food 
premises,  partly  due,  I believe,  to  the  activities  of  the  Der>artment 
in  tliG  Food  Hygiene  Drive  and  in  all  cases  practical  assistance  was 
given,  invariably  with  marked  success.

The  control  of  slaughtering  remains  v/ith  the  Mi-ni.stry  of  Food, 
anci  no ^ slaughberhouses  ame  therefore  in  use  in  the  Borough,  all 
home-killca.  supplies  being  sent  into  the  town  fx-om  eitlior  the  Ilytho, 
Lenham  or  -.'oolwich  abattoirs.  As  in  previous  j^-oars  assistance  was 
given  on  request  with  the  post-mortem  inspection  of  animals  at 
Hythe  on  a number  of  occasions. 

Inspection  of  meat  recoived  at  tlio  ■Tnolesa.lo  Meat  Supply 
dissociation  Depot  in  Grace  Hill  for  distribution  throughout  the 
area  ■-.■as  carried  out  as  necessary  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the 
closG  co-operation  which  e;>:ists  between  ¥w . G.  Laws,  the  local 
Manager , and  my  Department  in  this  connection.  Concern  arose  at  one 
period  in  respect  of  the  condition  of  some  of  the  meat  offals,  amriv- 
ing^  in  Folkestone  by  rail  from  looli.vich , several  quantities  having 
to  De  condemned  because  of  staloness  and  decomposition.  This 
appeared  to  be  due  to  unsatisfo.ctory  paclcing  and  transport  arrange 
representations  to  tho  Chief  Technical  Adviser  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  resulted  in  the  trouble  being  obviated.

The  Department,  vdth  active 

support  from  the  Health 

Committee,  have  taken  a lively  interest  in  this  matter  and 

local  carapaign  liao  iDoen  pressed  continuously^,  routine  inspections 
and  ’'on  the  spot”  advice  to  indivldua.ls  heing  a feature,  while 
organised  lectures  and  demonstrations,  accompanied  by  films, 
film  strips,  practical  exhibits,  etc.,  have  been  arranged  whenever 
the  opportunity  has  occurred.  L'-cul  ii.ssociations  have  repeatedly 
ex'pressed  their  desire  to  support  the  campaign  but  unfortunately 
the  greatest  stumbling  block  is  still  the  ignorance  of  some 
individual  food  handlers  as  to  the  danger  of  lazy  and  unhygienic 
practices  and  a' seeming  lack  of  enthusiasm  to  attend  lectures 
where  tliis  ignorance  may  be  dispelled. 

With  the  object  of  broadening  the  approach  to  the  matter 
a series  of  very  successful  meetings  were  arranged  in  June  and 
short  talks,  followed  by  suitable  films  were  shown  to  selected 
invited  audiences  every  day  for  a week.  The  meetings  were  very 
well  supported  and  the  venture  resulted  in  requests  for  similar 
illustrated  lectures  from  a number  of  organisations.  All  requests 
were  mot  and  during  the  year  15  meetings  v;ere  addressed  on  the 
subject,  total  attendances  being  over  800.  It  was  felt  that  suf- 
ficient interest  had  been  stimulated  to  justify  holding  a public 
exhibition  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  preliminary  arrangements 
for  the  effort  viexc  well  in  hand. 

n systema.tic  inspection  of  all  licensed  premises  has  also 
been  proceeding  and  a considerable  number  of  notices  have  been 
served  requesting  improvements.  The  response  from  the  Brew’ers  to 
these  requests  has  been  very  gratifying  indeed  but  the  material 
progress  made  is  disappointing  due  to  the  difficulties  of 
obtaining  licences  from  the  Ministry  of  Works  for  the  alterations 
involved.  Hope  springs  eternal  hov/cver  and  I have  no  doubt  the 
results  desired  wall  be  gradually  achieved. 

The  total  number  of  visits  mdo  to  food  establishments, 
including  ice-cream  preDiises,  was  2,027  and  as  a result  685 
defects  w/ere  found,  of  vdiich  388  w^e  ro  remedied.  Instructions  in 
connection  v/ith  many  of  the  remaining  items  had  been  issued  by 
the  end  of  the  year.

Strict  supervision  has  been  maintained  over  all  premises 
mhere  ice  cream  is  maiiuf ectur ed  and/'or  sold  and  on  the  rare 
occasions  vlien  unsatisf actor3r  results  mere  receivod  a thorough 
investigation  n-as  carried  out,  coupled  nith  the  taking  of  check 
samples  as  necessary. 

On  the  uhole  the  ice  cream  distributed  in  the  Borough  was 
maintained  at  a remarkably  satisfactor3'  standard  of  both  chemical 
quality  and  bacteriological  cleanliness. 

The  cleanliness  of  one  particular  brand  of  ice  cream  supplied 
from  outside  the  Borough  did,  however,  give  rise  to  some  little 
concern  on  occasions  and  strong  representations  vvere  mads  to  the 
manufacturers  involved.  The  local  authority  in  whose  district  the 
factor37'  is  situated  was  also  advised  of  the  position  in  order  that 
they  could  take  action  in  the  matter. 

Tho  iiimediate  effect  was  a welcome  improvement  in  the  results 
of  samples  taken  but  it  remains  to  bo  seen  whether  this  improve- 
ment is  maintained  in  future.

This  Act,  replacing  and  (so  far  as  the  Health  provisions  are 
concerned)  re-enacting  the  Shops  Act  1934  caiiie  into  operation  on 
1st  October,  1950.

The  total  number  of  distributors  on  the  general  register  is 
21  and  of  these  15  hold  various  licences  dealing  vvith  the  treatment 
and/or  sale  of  designated  milk. 

There  are  6 plants  licensed  in  the  Borough  for  pasteurisation 
of  milk,  one  new  plant  being  installed  during  the  year.  All  these 
plants  are  kept  under  close  supervision  and  samples  of  milk  are 
taken  regularly  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  prescribed  statutory 
tests. 


The  effect  of  the  transfer  from  the  local  authority  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  of  responsibility  for  all 
phases  of  the  production  of  milk  has  become  more  apparent  during 
the  year.  Although  Folkestone  xia.3  not  too  seriously  affected, 
since  there  are  only  3 producers  of  milk  in  the  Borough,  the 
national  effect  has  unquestionably  been,  as  feared,  a disastrous 
reduction  in  the  routine  inspection  of  dairy  farms,  more  particularly 
those  producing  undesignated  milk.  This  effect  is  one  which  is 
causing  considerable  agitation  amongst  many  local  authorities 
throughout  the  country,  espocia.l.ly  those  who  have  a large  ntmiber 
of  dairy  farms,  and  many  critical  comments  have  been  made  deploring 
the  lack  of  supervision  under  the  new  set-up.  The  present  position, 
broadly  speaking,  is  that  if  a bad  report  is  received  regarding  a 
sample  of  milk  taken  in  a district  the  local  authority  investigation 
stops  short  at  the  distributor’s  dair37-,  even  though  it  maj  be 
established  that  he  is  receiving  milk  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition. 
At  this  point  the  whole  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  attention  with  consequent  unavoidable 
delay  in  continuing  the  investigation  even  though  the  farm  involved 
is  in  the  same  district  as  the  dair3?’.  V/ith  such  an  arrangement 
the  net  result  is  a feeling  of  frustration  by  the  Inspector, 
irritation  by  the  dairyman  v^ho  is  perhaps  vjrongly  taken  to ^ task 
and  a general  atmosphere  approaching  despair  at  the  break  in  con- 
tinuity of  the  investigation.  Is  it  not  a case  of  changing  boats 
in  the  middle  of  the  stream?  I stand  firm  '037’  my  remarks  of  last 
year  that  regular  and  frequent  inspections  of  producers  premises.

( a ) Demo lit io n and/or  Closure  of  Unfit  Dwellings . 

Restrictions  on  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  continues  to 
preclude  any  possibility  of  reall3i"  progressive  radical  action  in  this 
connection  and  only  in  exceptional  cases  is  it  possible  to  make 
representations  for  such  dwellings  to  be  dealt  vdth. 

Although  no  riiajor  slum  clearance  problem  arises  in  Folkestone 
there  are  undoubtedly  a number  of  houses  - both  singly  and  in  groups- 
which  fall  considerably  below  relevant  statutory  standards  and  when 
the  time  is  opportune  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  clearance 
procedure.  Meanwhile  action  is  confined  to  preserving  them  in  a 
reasonably  weatherproof  condition  and  exhorting  the  tenants  to  have 
patience  until  circumstances  allo'w  a more  positive  approach  to  the 
problem. 

In  addition  there  are  a considerable  number  of  basement  dvyellings 
spread  throughout  the  Borough  and  many  of  these  are  damp,  gloomy, 
depressing  rooms  lacking  the  essential  sunlight,  ventilation,  free 
air-space  and  other  amenities,  which  are  synoiryiiious  with  healthy 
environmental  conditions.  Again,  however,  there  seems  to  be  no  pros- 
pect of  dealing  vdth  the  matter  until  the  general  housing  situation 
eases .

( b ) Reconditioning  of  Dvellliigs. 


The  same  policy  of  restraint  is  soon  vvhen  approaching  the 
question  of  the  proper  reconditioning  of  houses  though  this  is  due 
priiiiarily  to  economic  hardships  resulting  from  lo’.v  rent  ^melds. 
Despite  constant  pressure  from  many  sides  the  Ministry  of  Health  up 
to  now  have  held  out  no  hope  of  early  legislation  for  revision  or 


amendment  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  .-^cts,  without  vliich  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  the  rapid  deterioration  of  properties  capable  of  repair  is 
to  be  arrested  except  at  the  risk  of  imposing  extreme  hardship  on 
owner  s . 


For  this  reason  many  complaints  are  dealt  with  under  the  less 
sweeping  nuisance  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  act  but  &u.ch  action 
is  fundamentally  varong  c.nd  evades  the  principle  and  purpose  of  the 
Housing  Acts  to  a very  largo  extent.

In  March  of  this  pear  the  Prevention  of  Damage  hy  posts 
Act  1949  replaced  the  Ptats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  net  i.iiich  had 
been  in  force  since  1919. 

Since  the  v/ar  considerable  research  has  been  carried  out 
regarding  the  habits  of  rats  and  r/iice  and  to  o-cteriiiino  the  best 
methods  of  reducing  their  numbers.  It^is  therefore  not  surprising 
that  the  novi/  Act  reflects  a somov/hat  different  approach  to  the 
subject . 

The  new  ..-ict  places  upon  the  Local  -authority  the  obligation 
to  ensure  that  as  far  as  practicable  its  area  is  kept  free  from 
rats  and  mice,  and  to  require  owners  as  well  as  occupiers  to  carry 
out  the  necessery  operations  for  the  purpose;  under  the  old  net 
the  primary  duty  yj3.s  laid  upon  the  individual.  It ^ also  places 
upon  an  occupier  the  duty  to  give  notice  of  the  existence  of  rats 
or  mice  on  his  property,  thus  furnishing  evidence  vhiich  may^load 
to  the  source  of  an  infestation  of  a locality,  A further  improve- 
ment over  the  former  j^ct  is  the  povi/er  to  require  Viurk  of  a. 
structural  nature  to  bo  carried  out  for  proofing  premises  against 
infestation  by  rats  or  mice. 

One  Rodent  Operator  is  emplo^red  full-time  upon  surface 
infestation,  and  treatment  of  sev.-ers  is  carried  out  by  two  men 
loaned  from  the  Borough  Gurveyor’s  staff. 

These  men  attend  periodical  lectures  where  they  learn  the 
results  of  research  referred  to  earlior,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  their  work  has  benefited  therefrom.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect 
of  the  working  of  the  Port  of  Folkestone  for  1950.  This  will 
eventually  form  a section  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officei 
of  Health. 


On  the  28th  December,  1950,  Dr.  G.J.V.  Crosb37-  resigned  after 
more  than  4 years  service  and  I-.tot)lL‘ ' over  the ’ duties,  as'  Porf  Medical 
Officer  and  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens 

The  boat  services  during  the  jrear  have  been  as  follows: 

(a)  From  -1st  January  to  31st  December,  1950. 

Daily  service  to  and  from  Calais. 

(b)  From  21st  June  to  7th  October,  1950. 

Daily  service  to  and  from  Boulogne.  (Evenings). 

(c)  From  1st  July  to  10th  September,  1950, 

Daily  service  to  and  from  Boulogne . (Mornings). 

(d)  From  7th  July  to  17th  September,  1950. 

Twice  weekly  service  to  and  from  Flushing.  (ii.rrived 
at  Folkestone  on  Fridays  and  Sundays). 

(e)  From  14th  July  to  7th  October,  1950. 

Motor  car  service  (passengers  and  cars)  daily 
to  and  from  Calais. 


The  usual  cargo  service  has  been  maintained  on  alternate 
days  to  and  from  Calais  and  Boulogne. 


There  has  been  a slight  drop  in  the  number  of  passengers 
arriving  at  and  departing  from  the  Port  compared  mth  1949  but 
v;ere  still  ver3^  much  higher  than  those  for  1948,  the  gross  figures 
for  the  past  three  years  being:

Altogether  7,447  Aliens  •'//ere  examinecL  by  the  Medical  Inspector 
of  Aliens  during  the  year.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  2,234 
over  1949.  Consequently  the  Port  Medical  staff  were  very  bus37’, 
especially  during  the  Suirmier  months. 

I have  formed  the  opinion,  having  held  the  appointment  of 
Assistant; Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens  from  28th  October,  1949,  to 
28th  December,  1950,  that  it  would  be  far  more  satisfactory-  if 
complete  medical  examinations  r:ere  undertaken  by  recognised 
Medical  Boards  in  the  countries  of  origin,  within  seven  days  of 
the  date  of  depearture  of  the  Alien  for  Britain  from  his  or  her 
ovm  country.  This  could  be  supplemented  by  a superficial  exam- 
ination at  the  Port  of  entry  in  Britain  on  the  boat’s  arrival,  and 
would  be  ma.inly  to  exclude  the  presence  of  acute  or  infectious 
disea.se. 

The  reason  for  my  view  that  this  would  be  the  most  efficient 
arrangement  is  the  great  shortage  of  time  at  the  harbour  beti/veon 
arrival  of  the  boat  and  departure  of  the  boat  train,  oft  on  not  more 
than  half.’ -an-hour , and  it  is  not  possible  to  examine  in  detail 
thirty  or  forty  people  in  this  time,  and  it  is  certainly  not  pos- 
sible to  exclude  the  presence  of  various  serious  diseases  such  as 
Diabetes,  Tuberculosis,  kidney  disease,  etc.,  v/hich  may  interfere 
v.'ith  the  capacity  of  the  Alien  to  support  himself  or  herself,  in 
such  a short  time.  Also  pregnancy  in  its  early  stages  may  pass 
unrecognised . 

In  order  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  time  available  for  the 
exerainat ions , the  practice  of  performing  the  examinations  on  board, 
before  the  disembarkation,  has  been  continued. 

Apart  from  these  suggestions  toweards  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  the  v\?ork  carried  out  at,  the  h-'Tbouj? , I can  say  that  the  existing 
arrangements  have  gone  as  ;smoothly  as  could  be  expected  and  this 
is  due  firstly  to  the  hard  v;ork  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff.,, 
and  secondly  to  the.  unfailing  co-operation  vilth  us  of  the 
Immigration  Officials,  Customs  Officials  and  Ships  Staffs.
